Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Ifepresentativea of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same^ That the town of Mileeburg, in the 
county of Uenlre, and territory included within the following 
boundaries, to wit : Beginning at the junction of the Bald 
Eagle and Spring creek, at low water mark ; thence up the 
banks of said Spring creek, to the line of James Irvin <S& Go^s 
land ; thence along the same south eighty-two degrees east 
thirteen perches to the corner of Joseph Miles' meadow ; 
thence south sixty-nine degrees east forty-five perches to turn- 
pike road ; thence north fifly-two degrees east along the di- 
vision fence of Joseph Miles forty-four perches; thence 
twenty-seven degrees west fourteen perches to corner of Wil- 
liam Lees' lot ; thence north sixty-four degrees east sixteen 
perches to back line of town lots ; thence north fifty-five de- 
grees east along the same forty-three perches to the east side 
of Catharine street ; thence north thirty-five degrees west 
along the east side of Catharine street forty perches and five- 
sixteenths, to the comer of the Ba*ptist church lot ; thence 
north fifly-five degrees east twelve perches to the east corner 
of school house; thence north thirty-five degrees west ten 
perches to north corner of grave yard ; thence north eighty- 
six degrees west along the line of grave yard sixteen perches 
to Catharine street; thence north thirty-five degrees west 
along the east side of Catharine street thirty-two perches to 
Bald Eagle creek ; thence along the same to the place of be- 
ginning ; is hereby erected into a borough, which shall be 
called and styled the borough of Milesburg. 

Section 2. That the inhabitants of said borough, entitled 
to vote for members of the general assembly, having resided 
therein one month immediately preceding the election, shall, 
on the third Friday of March next, and annually thereafter on 
the same day, which now is or hereafter may be fixed by law 
for the election of constable, and other township officers 
within this commonwealth, meet at the new school house, in 
said borough, and then and there, between the hours of one 
o'clock and seven o'clock in the afternoon, elect by ballot, 
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one o^ the citizens who shall be styled the burgess of said 
borough, and four other citizens to be styled the town coun- 
cil, one assessor and two assistant assessors of the county 
rates and levies, three school directors, one to serve for one 
year, one for two years, one for three years, and one annually 
thereafter, one street commissioner, two overseers of the poor, 
and two justices of the peace, one judgfe and two inspectors 
of elections, which election shall in all respects be conducted 
in the same manner as is provided for the election of town- 
ship officers within this commonwealth, except that the cer- 
tificates of the election of burgess, town council, school direc- 
tors, and other borough officers, shall be filed among the 
records of the corporation : And provided^ That in case oi^^^^^ 
the death, resignation, removal or refusal to accept of any of 
said offices, the vacancies may be supplied by a new election. Vacancies 
VEL all cases whereby the existing laws there is not provision 
made for supplying vacancies by appointment : And provided 
further. That for the first election to be held under this act. First election 
it shall be the duty of Samuel J. Green, John T. Hoover, 
Isaac Buffington, or any one of them, to give notice and per- 
form all the duties enjoined upon constables by the existing 
laws relative to township elections, and in case no election 
shall be held on the first day mentioned, they shall appoint 
some other day and perform the said services ; but previous 
to opening of such election, such of the citizens entitled to 
vote, as aforesaid, as may be present at the time and place of 
opening the same, shall choose one judge and two inspectors 
and two clerks thereof, who shall be sworn or affirmed in the 
isame manner as is provided by law for swearing or affirming 
election officers, and they shall perform the duties required 
of them by law relative to township elections. 

Section 3. That the burgess shall be president of the coun- President 
oil, and shall have and exercise all the rights and privileges 
of a member thereof in every respect. 

Section 4. That the burgess and town council shall meet Meetings 
on the first Monday next succeeding their election, in each 
year, and as often thereafter as occasion may require, three 
members shall constitute a quorum to do business ; and the^^o"*™ 
proceedings of a majority of a quorum, when there is one 
formed, shall be valid. They shall have powei, in the ab- 
sence of the burgees, to elect a president pro tern., who shall, 
in the case of death, resignation, refusal to accept or to act, or 
inability of the burgess to attend, perform all and every duty 
enjoined on the burgess, or in his absence, the president pro . 
tem. shall have power to call special meetings of the coun- °{^'** "*®®*- 
cil ; but in all cases of special meetings, personal notice shall ^ 
be given to every member, unless absent from the borough.

The burgess and members of the town council shall, in all 
cases, continue to hold and exercise the duties of their^e- 
spective offices, until their successors shall be duly elected 
and qualified. 

Section 5. That if any person duly elected burgess or 
member of the town council, and having received notice 
thereof as directed by this act, shall refuse or neglect to take 
upon himself the execution of the office to which he shall 
have been elected, or having taken upon himself such duties, 
shall neglect to discharge the same according to law, e very- 
such person so refusing or neglecting, shall for every such 
offence, forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars; and every 
other officer elected or appointed by virtue of this act, or the 
by-laws or ordinances of the town council, aforesaid, who 
shall refuse or neglect to take upon himself the execution of 
such office, or having accepted the same, shall refuse or ne- 
glect to perform the duties thereof, shall, for every such refu* 
sal or neglect, pay a fine of not exceeding five dollars, at the

and town council of the borough of Milesburg, as debts of like

That it shall be the duty of the treasurer toTre»«awir> 
receive all moneys due to the corporation, whether for taxes, ^"^^ 
fines, donations, or in any other way, and to pay out the 
same on orders of the president or president pro tern ; he shall 
keepfair accounts of his receipts and payments, and settle his ac- 
counts with the town council whenever they shall require the 
same to be done, and pay over all moneys or balances found in 
his baD<]s» and deliver to his successor in office^ all books, pa- . 
pers and accounts, belonging to the corporation, or pertaining to 
his official duties, when demanded, for which he shall give 
bond to the burgess and town council, with sureties thereon, 
as they may require. 

Section 12. That no moneys shall be drawn from the Money ae- 
treasury but by authority of the council, on orders signed ^o^^^l ^-^ 
by the president thereof, and attested by the clerk.

To protect Ihe property of the city of Pittsburg, sitaated without the city 
limits, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
Oetural Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the sarjie, That if any person or persons shall 
hereafter throw or cast, or wilfully suffer to fall into the new 
reservoir or Stone Quarry Hill, near the city of Pittsburg, 
Penalty for any dead animal, or any putrid or corrupt" thing whatsoever," 
pollatmjrwa.or any noxious or offensive matter of any kind, or, shall do 
^' any act whatever, to corrupfi pollute, or render unwholesome, 

the water in said reservoir, every person or persons so offend- 
ing, shall, for each and every such offence, forfeit and pay a 
sum not less than five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars, at 
the discretion of tlie magistrate before whom suit' is brought, 
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with costs of snity and to be recovered in the same maaner as 
debts under one hundred dollars are recoverable ; and to be 
recovered by any person suing for the same, one-half for the 
use of the person suing for the same, and the other half for 
the use of the mayor, aldermeii iind citizens of the city of 
Pittsburg. 

Section 2. That if any person or persons shall hereafter 
cut, -deface, mutilate, or otherwise injure any part of the build- , • j. 
ings, machinery, stone work, or wood work, attached to or f^P^^J "* 
eonnected with or necessary for the protection and preserva- ter^wSLT*' 
lion of the aforesaid reservoir, or any of the conduit pipes, fire 
plugs, stop cocks, or hydrants, the person or persons so of- 
fending, shall forfeit and pay,, for every such offence, a sum 
not less than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars, to be re- 
covered, with costs of suit, in the same manner as is provided 
in the foregoing section : Provided, That the mayor, alder- 
men, and citizens of Pittsburg, shall be entitled, notwithstand- 
ing any such recovery under this act, to recover damages to 
the full extent of any injury done in an action on the case 
against the person or persons committing or doing the same. 

Section 3.^ That from and after the passage of this act, it 
shall and may be lawful for the mayor, aldermen and citizens 
of Pittsburg, to make use of any of the public highways, 
streets, lanes, or alleys, adjacent to said reservoir, for the pur-p^^^, ^ I 
pose of laying down or re-laying or repairing the conduit pipes 
pipes, and the usual and necessary devices connected there- 
with, for supplying the city of Pittsburg and surrounding 
country with water : Provided, That the laying down, re- 
laying and repairing said conduit pipes, and the usual and 
necessary devices connected therewith, shall be done in such 
manner as not to obstruct the passage of said highways, streets, 
lanes, or alleys, and that all damages or ii^ury done to said 
highways, streets, lanes, or alleys, through the exercise of the 
privilege hereby granted, shall be promptly repaired by the 
said corporation, at its own proper cost.

eight hundred and forty, and all other acts or parts of acts 
relatingr to the Nicholson court of pleas and commissioners, 
be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 2. That the alleged lien of the commonwealth on 
all the lands belonging or supposed to belong to the estate of Lien of 
John Nicholson, deceased, be, and the same is hereby released monwealth 
and discharged, as fully and effectually, to all intents and pur- '^eaaad 
poses whatsoever^ as if the same had never existed ; and the 
aet passed the twenty-sixth day of March, Anno Domini, one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-five, entitled '*An Aet for

Gratits orwB- Section 5. That no conveyance or assignment of lands 
■i^Buents of i^^^<^ ^ soldiers and widows of soldiers of the revolution- 
soldiers &c. ary war, made by such soldiersor widows, prior to the date 
of the respective patents, or any transfer or sale, of the right 
of said soldiers or widows by them executed prior to the 
date of said patents, shall invalidate the title of the said 
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patentees, their heirs and assigns, unless there shall be con- 
tained in said patent a recitJ of such deed, conveyance, 
transfer or assignment, or unless the same shall have been 
duly recorded in the proper office of the county in which the 
lands are situated : Provided, That nothing in this act con- 
tained, shall be construed to confirm or render valid any con- 
veyance or transfer by such soldier or widow which was 
prohibited by law. 

Section 6. That for the purpose of quieting any doubts or Quieting ti-

enjoy the same, as fully, freely and amply, in every respect, 
as if the said lien had never been declared or created, saving 
to all others than the commonwealth, their several rights and 
interests in the said lands, according to the laws of this com* 
monwealth: Provided however. That if any person shall « 
recover in any suit of ejectment by virtue of title predicated ^^^^'^

Whereas, The dockets of Franklin 6. Hubbard, a justice 
of the peace, in and for the borough of Mercer, Mercer county. Preamble 
have been stolen, and all the records and proceedings therein 
. lost. For remedy whereof, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Eepreaeniatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
Qejural AssemMy metf and it is hereby enacted by tin 
authority of the sume^ That the said Franklin 6. Hubbard 
shall procure a docket or dockets, in which he shall enter all 
judgments and proceedings which were contained in the 
dockets stolen as aforesaid, in all cases where he can do tlie ^T^ docket 
same from the papers on file, and that where there should be ^^ ^^^^ 
an allegation of the payment in all or part of any judgment so 
vcntered by any defendant, his agent or attorney, or other per- 
sons interested, verified by the oath or affirmation of such per- 
son, or that no such judgment ever existed, the said justice 
shall issue a scire facias to revive the same, in which the 
question of payment or of the existence of the judgment shall 
be tried.

Yo ineorporate the town of Perrysville, in the county of Janiata, into a 
borough. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of 
Bepresentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Asftemb'ly met^ and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same. That the town of Perrysville, in the 
county of Juniata, and territory included within the follow- o^ j . . 
ing boundaries, to wit : Beginning at the point at the con- ^«*'^*"** 
fluence of the Tuscarora creek and the Juniata river, thence 
up the said river along high water mark two. hundred and 
ninety-seven perches to a walnut tree, thence along line be- 
tween Benjamin Kepner and W, W. Wilson north eighty-two 
degrees west one hundred and forty perches to a post, thence 
along line of Benjamin Kepner's land south twenty-four de- 
grees east two hundred and seventy-two perches to a walnut 
tree on the bank of the Tuscarora creek, ihence down said 
creek two hundred and twelve perches to the place of begin- 
ning, are hereby erected into a borough, which shall be styled 
and called the borough of Perrysville. 

Section 2. That the inhabitants of said borough, entitled „. .

burgess, town council and auditors, shall be filed among the 
records of the corporation: dnd providefjf, That in case of^^®^"* 
the death, resignation, removal or refusal to accept of any of 
said offices, the vacancy may be supplied by a new election, 
in all cases where by the existing laws there is not provision 
made for supplying vacancies by appointment : And provided f^^ election 
furihert That for the fiist election to be held under this act, 
10 
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it shall be the duty of J. W. Rice, Samuel M'Fadden and 
George M'Gulloch, or any one of them to give notice, and 
perform all the duties enjoined upon constables by the exist* 
iog laws relative to township elections — and in case no elee* 
tion shall be held on the first day mentioned, they shall 
appoint some other day and perform the said service ; but pre- 
vious to opening of such election, such of the citizens enti- 
tled to vote, as aforesaid, as may be present at the time and 
place of opening the same, shall choose one judge and two 
inspectors, and two clerks thereof, who shall be sworn or 
affirmed in the same manner as is provided by law for swear- 
ing or affirming election officers, and they shall perform the 
duties required of them by law relative to township elections. 

Section 3. That from and after the third Friday in April 
next, the burgess and town council duly elected, and their 
KuM successors, shall be one body poliiic and corporate, by the 

name and style of the burgess and town council of the bo- 
rough of Perrysville, and shall have perpetual succession ;

AN ACT 

Concemiog a eertain toial for murder in Cambria county. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of 
Representatives of the Commonwecdth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met^ and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same. That the court of oyer and terminer^ 
of Cambria county are hereby authorized and required to en* 
ter, if requested by the defendants In the case of the Com** 
B.&P.FlBh-monweadth against Bernard Flanagan and* Patrick Flanagan^ 
H^ indicted for tEe murder of Elizabeth Holden, a rule to -shew 
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cause why the sentence of the court and the rerdict of the Roie to shew 
jury should not be set aside in said case, a new trial be grant- cause 
ed, and if said court should, on hearing, be satisfied, that ac- 
cording to the principles which ought to govern in such cases, 
a new trial should be granted, the said courts are hereby 
authorized to make the siaid nile absolute ; «ud if a new trial 
be thus granted, the case shall be proceeded in by said court ^•"^ ^^ 
as soon as practicable to another trial atid final judgment. 

Section 2. That in case the president judge of said court 
should desire that said rule, the hearing thereof, and the new 
trial, if one be granted, should be had before some other judge. Trial bow 
then it shall be the duty of said president judge to certify had 
these facts to the president judge of the fourth judicial dis^ 
trict, who is hereby authorized and required to preside in said 
court of oyer and terminer, and to do and perform, with one 
or more of the associate judges of said county, all things 
specified in tho first section of this act, touching the rule to * 
shew cause, and the final disposition of said case, with like

elected shall decide by drawing from a box. ballots numbered

Wbbrvas, By the act to which this ia a rapplement* the 
mayor, ahlermen and citizens of Philadelphia were aathurized 
to determine the easiermost line to which wharves should 
be extended into the river Delaware, opposite to the city of 
Philadelphia, the wardens of the port first certifying that 
such line was not inconsistent with the pnblic interests: 
Jlnd whereas^ Tii^ mayor, aldermen and citizens of Phila- 
delphia, by virtne of the said act, and with the approbation 
of the said wardens, did determine the eastermnst line to 
which wharves should be extended into the said river, and 
file the record of such line in the court of quarter sessions 
for the county of Philadelphia, as directed by said act: ^nd 
whereas^ The said line is fonnd to be not .sufficiently ex- 
tended into the said river to afford the necessary accommo- 
dation for vessels layingr in the docks at the said city ; in 
order, therefore, to auiliorize the said the mayor, aldermen and 
citizens of Philadelphia, and the commissioners of the dis- 
tricts of South wark, Northern Liberties and Kensington, to 
extend the said line for the purpose of providing the neces- 
sary accommodation for vessels laying in the docks at the city 
of Philadelphia, and the districts aforesaid.
